REFORM 


Financial .and business circles 
almost everywhere join in com- 
mending the action taken, by 
the Chinese Government with a 
view to placing its currency on 
a stable basis. By the measure 
of reform now announced, it is 
hoped to be able to keep the 
exchange value of the yuan at 
its present level, and there ap- 
pears to be general agreement 
of the Government’s ability so 
to do.

WHAT. SHOULD WE LEARN? 


“Profesaional educators, a notori- |- 


ously argumentative tribe, have 
this to thelr credit at Jeast, that 
they recognize the vast difference 
between a vocational education and 
a liberal one. .They are indeed far 
from complete agreoment as to the 
elements ‘that_enter into a liberal 
education.

WHAT SHOULD WE LEARN? . 
-Profeasionnl educators, a notori- 
ously. argumentative tribe, have 


‘| this to tholr credit at lenst, that >’ 


they’ recognize tho vast, difference 
betiveen: a Vocational education and 


a liberal one. They are indeed far} 


‘from: complete agreoment as to the 
clements that enter Into a liberal 
education. Thero are those who- 
believe that in order to achieve 
liberal culture, a certain knowledge 
of vocational life is desirable, a 
moreover that real culture consists 
very largely in a sympathetic in- 
sight Into the lives of our fellow- 
mien, whatever thelr vocation or 
occupation .may be. There aro 
others who think that the cssenco 
of Iboral culture ‘ is in literary 
scholarship, artistic taste, scientific 
learning, historical lore, 2 philoso- 
phic outlook. Moreover, some- 
thing: is to be sald for, the opinion 
that mere scholarship and taste as 
elements in general culture aro, of 
but little value apart from moral 
character, that a liberal education 
without a‘moral code is a con- 
tradiction in terms. Educator and 
layman,’ : however, agree that in 
general ao vocational’ education 
ought to help a man. to earn his 
own living, .while.a liberal educa- 
tion should help him to understand 
how other people Hve and what 
‘their lives really consist of-in the 
By this they do 
not wish to suggest that a liberal 
education means merely a study of 
economics, but they do hold that 
to be liberally educated is to be 
furnished with such an intellectual 
and moral background as will en- 
able one to enter understandingly 
and sympathetically Into the lives, 
hopes, fears, desires, and aspira- 
tions of one’s fcllow-men. — ‘This, 
of course, raises the much-debated 
question as to the branches of 
knowledge that are best fitted to 
secure the. results: mentioned. 
Some say that the records of the 
human race tell the story and 
hence history Is the great liberaliz- 
ing discipline. Others declare 
that the 
fellow-men is by means of langu- 
age, and therefore we had better 
begin ‘ with. the languages ‘and 
literaturés of ‘Greece and Rome: 
Others ugain are ‘of opinion that 
what a man must have at an early 
stage of manhood is n good theory: 
about life, and as soon ag possible 
a settled philosophy of life.
